the daunger that muſt nedes therof infue, Ind further alſo, her Paieftie by aduiſe of her Councell, doth 
frargbtly charge and commaunde all maner her Sublectes, vtterly to fozbeare to bzyng into this Realme 
duryng theſe warres, any maner of wynes, of the growth of any part of the Frenche kynges dominitons, 02 
to bargayne with any maner of perſon foz any ſuch wynes, vpon payne that whoſoeuer ſhall do any thyng to 
the contrary therof, to fozfait the whole wynes, and to be committed to p2yſon, there to remayne during her 
MBaicttcs pleaſure, as one that beyng thus fozbydden, may duely he charged to be aydpng and comfoztyng to 
ber Pateſties enemies, Pzouldedneuertheleſſe, that ſuch wynes as ſhalbe lawfully, and without fraude, - 
taken by any of her Pateſties ſubicctes, as men of warre vppon the Seas, from her Paieſties enemies the 
French : may be bzought into any pozt of this Kealme,4 ſolde, as the ſame myght befoze this Pzoclamation. 

Ind ret to the ende her Paieſtie maye vnderſtande the eſfymate of the wyne ſo bzought in by men of 
warre : Ber Pateftie commaundeth all ſuche as ſhall ſo take any, and ſhall bzyng oz ſende the ſame into any 
po:te, (hall permit the officers of the pozte,to take a viewe and note of the quantitie therof, Ind the ſayd offt- 
cers ball ſo do, without exactyng any thyng of the owner oz taker of the wpnes, otherwyſe then befoze this 
tyme they myght haue done : Ind hall within twenty dayes 0; lefle tyme, accozdyng to the dikaunce of the 
place, after the viewe duely taken, certifie by wzpting to her Pateſties p:tute Councell attendyng on her pers 
lon, the ſaydequantitie of wyne, with the names of the takers, 

P:ouided alſo, that notwithſtandyng this p:ohibition, it (albe lawfull fo ſuche perſons as in themo- 
neth of T laſt, had licence of her Pateftie foz the quantitie only of two thouſand Connes of wyne, 
to bebzought into this Realme in rangers bottomes, to take the effecte and benefite of the ſame licence foz 
the ſaide quantitie of two thouſande Tonnes,to be bzought in tkrangers bottomes, being in amitte with her 
Waicttie. 
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
